KHMER REPRESENTATION AT 29TH GA - 

ERENCH DEE'S FAR EAST EXPERT, TRAVERT, TOLD MISOEES 
PROSPECTS FOR GKR LOOK BAD. HIS VOTING ANALYSIS SHOWED LOUR 
IMPROVEMENTS OVER LAST YEAR BUT A GAIN OE SEVEN EOR GRUNK, AND HE 
THOUGHT SOME WHO WERE ABSENT AT 28TH GA VOTE WOULD SUPPORT GRUNK 
THIS YEAR. TRAVERT ACKNOWLEDGED SIHANOUK'S WEAKNESSES WERE HIS 
OBSTINACY IN NOT NEGOTIATING WITH GKR AND EACT 
HE HAS NO CAPITAL IN CAMBODIA. (SECRET - OURTEL 3416) 

ACCORDING TO KHMER REP CHHOEUR, LAOTIAN FONMIN TOLD KHMER 
EONMIN HE LIKED GKR'S JULY 9 PEACE PROPOSALS, THERE WERE 
NO WINNERS IN THIS WAR, AND IN END THERE MUST BE PEACE NEGOTIATIONS. 

HOWEVER, KHMER REPS BELIEVE ABSTENTION BY LAOS IS BEST THAT CAN BE
